The number of men to be employed, of course, would depend 
upon the number of streets to be improved and to what length. 

The streets, when completed, would be of the same character 
as North Baldwin avenue, and, according to Mr. Myers, would give 
service without the cost of repairs, for from eight to ten years. 

The paving of any street would be initiated on petition of the 
owners of property fronting on the thoroughfare. 

The petitions will be circulated by members of the central relief 
committee. 

Since it is proposed to strip the work of all legal red tape, en¬ 
gineering and legal costs which would greatly increase the cost, it
